Be Young 


at 65 


Restaurant managers tell me that the num- 


ber of men who drink milk at lunch time is in- 
creasing. It is a good sign. But men I see 
drinking milk are usually the younger fellows 
-the great active group from 50 years of age 
down. 


The older boys who sit down more carefully 


and get up more stiffly seem to eat with less re- 
gard for their stomachs than the younger men. 


I saw a man in one of the downtown eating 


places a few days ago who is representative of 
the class referred to. He is probably 65 years 
old—and acts older. He started his lunch with a 
plate of heavy soup, followed it with a dish of 
"Potted Oxtails," accompanied by two fair- 
sized boiled potatoes, soft rolls and butter, a pot 
of coffee and a piece of lemon pie. 


After paying the check he arose slowly, 


reached carefully for his hat and walked out as 
though he were towing a harrow. I am morally 
certain that he spent the afternoon wondering 
why he did not feel well. If you could open a 
drawer of his desk you would probably find a 
collection of pills. Easy to take. 
So much 


easier than giving thought and care to building 
health. 


. .This fellow is an old man-through! He is 
eating himself to death. He ought to have ten 
years of activity ahead of him. He should know 
more and be worth more than at any other pe- 
riod of his career. 


If eating bothers you—if you feel the lack 


of mental or bodily vigor in the afternoon—I 
know this suggestion will be helpful if you will 
give it a fair trial: Cut down on fat, greasy things 
that are souring your tissues, hardening your ar- 
teries and stiffening your joints; cut down your 
coffee to the point where your stomach toler- 
ates it readily. Eat plenty of fruit. Eat spin- 
ach, other greens and baked potatoes—remem- 
ber, I said baked potatoes. Drink milk—not a 
glass or two a day, but one or two quarts. The 
more milk you drink the less you will eat of 
things you shouldn't eat. Any of you older fel- 
lows who have been having trouble will see a 
big improvement in a month. 


Enjoy the years ahead of you. You can't 


drink too much milk. When you have tried this 
idea for a month, I will appreciate a letter telling 
me of your experience.

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HOW TO REMOVE THE AGRICULTURAL BLOC 


What is this terrible agricultural bloc in Congress 


that we are hearing so much about? They must be a 
very dangerous set of men, we are told, for they are 
threatening the fundamentals of democratic government. 


The head of this dangerous group is Senator Ken- 


yon of Iowa, whom President Harding recently offered 
a position on the Circuit Court bench of the country. He 
•was born here in Eiyria, the >on of a Congregational 
minister. 


The sum of their offending at the present time is 


,that they are seeking to put through a law to make it 
mandatory that the President shall appoint one honest- 
to-goodness "dirt farmer1' on tl e Federal Reserve Bank- 
ing Board. But here they are following the example of 
another bloc which provided that at loa^t two hankers 
should be appointed to the Federal Reserve Board. 


It has been very common in times past to specify 


that certain interests should be represented on govern- 
ment commissions or boards, but nobody suspected anv- 
danger before. What is dangerous about the farmer 
on that august board? 


The fart is there have always been blocs of ortf kind 


or another in Congress. Labor has always known on 
what Senators and Congressmen it could depend. So 
with railroad executives, manufacturers, bankers, arid 
all tic re>t. 


The farmer has been mighty hard hit the last year, 


lie wanN to sret a chance at the credit of the country. 
He does not think he is getting a fair chance. And he 
is exeivising hi« constitutional prerogative to get what 
he wants through his representatives in Congress. 


As long as classes are selfish, it is too much to ex" 


pect that the farmer is going to start the game of un- 
selfishness. Let everybody get busy working for the 
whole country, and for the good of every class as well 
as his own, and blocs will disappear. 
Till then we shall 


have them, though they may not stand out as clearly as 
the newly arrived agricultural bloc.

HOW CHEAP IS HUMAN LIFE! 


How cheap is human life! This is well illustrated 


by the death of the three people on the New York Central 
railroad crossing in Ridgeville township. 


The real cause of their death was the determina- 


tion to save a little money. No, not on their part but on 
the part of those who might have corrected the very 
apparent trouble at that crossing. 


Those who have pa^ed along this road know that 


in order to cross the railroad one must drive up a very 
steep incline. Then they must go down an equally 
steep incline on the other side. 
The angle of vision 


from an automobile is such that it is utterly impossible 
to see what may be on all of the four tracks until one lias 
driven upon the incline and ones machine is on the rails. 
We have always exercised the greatest caution we could 
in driving up on the tracks at that point. 
Then in ad- 


dition to that there has alwa\> been the fear upon n-« 
that a train would be coming upon the track that we 
could not see and we have been ready to stop or back up. 


We_suggested some time ago" the remedy. 
How 


simple if would have been. The track docs not have to 
be raised nor the road lowered. 
All that is needed i> 


that a tunnel shall be pierced through under the track 
and supports given to the tracks and the danger is com- 
pletely avoided. The truth is that the earth that would 
be removed is earth that ha* been placed there. The 
natural road would have gone under the tracks, not over

to do it the way they did was a few loads of dirt and a few
